Continuation of 5. The rejection in the previous Office Action is maintained. The applicant's arguments are not found be convincing. 
Applicant argues that the examiner relies on two definitions of sygergy (synergism or synergistic effect) and t because a clear and precise 
definition of synergistic effect is provided in the specification and examples, then the Examiner must examine the claims in view of this 
definition and not in view of other definitions. However, the term or word synergistic (synergy) as recited in the claims of applicant's 
invention does not suggest or imply any other meaning other than the ordinary and customary established meaning that is given in 
objective sources of information like dictionaries, encyclopedias, and treatises, and to which one skilled in the art gives attributes. It should 
be noted, that the term used in claims bear a "heavy presumption" that they mean what they say and have the ordinary meaning that 
would be attributed to those words by persons skilled in the art. See CCS Fitness, Inc. v. Brunswick Corp., 288 F. 3d 1359, 1366, 62 
USPQ2d 1658, 1662 (Fed. Cir. 2002). Furthermore, a definition for "therapeutic synergy" is not identical to synergistic therapeutic 
pharmaceutic composition. Also, all the claims do not use the word therapeutic with synergistic or synergy (see claim 13). 
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
